M. Žo Struct,Sidney, (hio was intervicred an 

16 May 19,9 and he statod that he observed object at approximately 9050 hours on 

6 May 1949, in front of Cookts’Spot Restaurant, located at the corner of South Ohio 

and jost Court Strects, Sidnuy, Oo. whe brightness of ihe object attract 

tention. Stump way tunable to dotermaine the shape of the object duo to its ripit 

reflociticn, but appeared to bo approxinately five inches in dicrutcer. The object 

was about a half nile west and traveling south at a great altitude. Ze object was 

in sight approximately two minutos, apeared to be traveling at a rast rate of speed 

and faded out in the sky. Tho object trav.led in a straigat line and vas very brilliant 

aminst a clear, blue Siye Tho object did not mixe any sound or leave any trail. Stup 

could not seo any projections as the object was too brivit and too far aye Stump is 

tho omer of the cuucra stare at the above address, but did not take any piotoorajia
